Applicant argues that the references do not disclose several limitations of claim 1 and 2, and that no motivation to combine the 

references exists. 

The Office respectfully disagrees. 

Regarding claim 1, Neville discloses a height-to-width ratio determination from col. 12 line 63 to col. 13 line 7. If a certain threshold is 
exceeded, the character spacing and thus arrangement region is adjusted. 

Additionally, the Office interprets the cited passages (e.g., Fig. 8) in Neville as being comprised of subregions containing individual 
characters. Thus the arrangement region is comprised of a plurality of subregions, and therefore Neville teaches the use of an 
arrangement region to arrange a plurality of characters. 

Additionally, the Office believes that the Neville reference teaches arranging a plurality of characters according to a demarcation line as 
in Fig. 8, where the characters are arranged according to vertical and horizontal demarcation lines. The Office also notes Neville's 
teaching of height-to-width ratio determination and comparison to a threshold value. 

Concerning motivation, the Office respectfully notes that motivation need only exist for combining the references, not for achieving the 
claimed limitations of Applicant's subject matter. The Office considers motivation to be proper, as set forth in the Final Office Action. 

Regarding claim 2, Spitz teaches that the grids or arrays as shown in Fig. 3A-3C are being moved In the Y-axis direction as shown by the 
label "N+1" and as discussed in col. 10 lines 54-61. 

Regarding claims 8, 15 and 16: The Office maintains the rationale for rejecting claim 1, and therefore claims 8, 15 and 16. 
The Office therefore maintains the rejections set forth In the Final Action, mailed 11/29/05. 
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
